Shanghai, Oct. 2 (UP).—The 
Nationalist-Communist conflict, 
which throughout the summer 
took the form of spotty military 
enmpaigns in eight east ‘and 
north-east provinces and south- 
ern Manchurja, has entered a 
new phase of intensive propa- 
ganda with Nationalist trum- 
pets currently blaring a “Jericho 
Act” in the vicinity of Kalgan. 

Well-Informe. quarters doubt that 
thle long-heralded and = much- 
publicised Nationalist drive on Kal- 
gan wHl come off for a number of 
reasons harking back to develop- 


ments since the end of the Japanese 
war: 


(1) Actual Nationalist capture of 
Kalgan probably would—as Number 
two Communist Chou En-lai warned 
yesterday—be accepted .as final split 
of China, meaning years of warfare 
without hope of ‘settlement, : 

(2). The Nationalists militarily are 
not ready to force a showdown 
despite the impressive.summer gains 
which actually were largely “paper” 
victories, (Impartial military obser- 
vers suy the Nationalists very lame- 
ly exploited the advantoges given 
in American-training, equipment and 
transportation), 


In face of the obvious Natlonalist 
military s*werlority the Communists

‘following the introduction of the 
Services’ post-war code of pay, it 
is not true that the scheme has 
been gencrally, withdrawn.

husbands under the new pay code 
for the three Services, * aay 


The Daily Herald mentioned that 
worrled. Servicemen's . wives had 
-been telephoning the authorities to 
find out if the grants had ceased, 
The Star, in a Jeading article ‘ree 
marked: “This is tha fomillar ond 
crazy game of taking back with the 
left hand what fs given with the 
right.”

engagements‘on or after January 1 
1946, Men who had entered Into 
normal regular engagements before 
that date, and! who were already 
being Jssucd with grants, pro- 
vislonally retaln thelr eligibility, ‘as 
do men serving on wartime engoge- 
ments. The continuance. of the 
scheme will be reviewed by July 1, 
1947, but there will ‘be general 
withdrawal. before that date. .
